Thinking Termed ' Key 
To Suceessful ‘Touch :

A group of eminent men were gathered together recently and 
| their conversation happened to turn to a man whom they al] knew 
| and for whom each of them entertained a very high regard. One 
of them said, “It’s curious, but everything he touches; succeeds.” 
They all agreed with this remark and one of them added, 
“That's true, but it’s hard to explain. He has. only a fair mind, 
nothing out of the ordinary.” 
Then, another man spdke up: “I knew him in college. He didn't 
do particularly well there, never won any honors or broke any 
records. He was just an everyday run-of-the-mill student.” 


Another went on to say, “I don’t 


think there’s anything very special about 
his personality. He’s rather dull some- 
times; he hasn’t any sparkle.” 


As the conversation continued these 
men talked about their friend’s shyness, 
his tendency to avoid people, his obvious 
inferiority complex. Finally, one sum- 
med up for them all, “It’s strange, but 
despite all these handicaps he has a 
touch that makes everything turn out 
right.” 

_All of us have known people like 
this. Many of us think of this touch 
which makes things turn out right as a 
gift of genius, bequeathed to a few. I 
don’t believe that God works that way. 

It is true that now and then a few colos- 
sal brains have risen among us. Jeffer- 
son, Lincoln, Edison, Emerson would be 
good examples. But if you study the 
lives of these four men you will dis- 

cover that every one of them drew from _ DR. PEALE 
himself, by constant toil and unflagging perseverance, everything 
that was in him. I cannot_believe that God favors only a few with 
the touch of genius, allowing the rest of us to struggle along with 
mediocre equipment. After all, the Bible tells us that Jesus, when 
he talked about the wonders He performed, said, “Greater works 
than these shall ye do.” So I believe that any man or woman who 
wants to release this ability in himself badly enough—this touch 
which makes things turn out right—can do so. 

_ I think it was Robert Browning who said that what impressed 
him most was not what men suffered, but wha? men missed. We 
could do so much with our brains if we would only think. The 
reason we don’t think is because we let our power escape from 
us In So many different directions. We waste our time being angry 
because somebody else has what we want or we worry because 
of our failures. We make no effort to extract from our brains, the 
power there awaiting our orders. But, if a person fs really alert, 
his powers can flow freely and can do the right thing unconscioysly. 

One of the most alert men I know once told me how he got 
his first job. He had been interviewed and been told that there 
was no opening. As he was leaving the office, he saw a piece of 
string on the floor. He picked it up, walked over to the waste- 
basket and dropped it in. The interviewer saw this and called to 
him, “Come back here. We have a job here for you after all.” 
It was plain to see that all of that young man’s mind was func- 
tioning. } 

Most of us just don’t give our brains enough exercise. Let me 
tell you one way to get more brain sweat worked up. Take the 
toughest book you can find, the dullest book, and sit down with 
it and work over it. Before you go to bed, be suré you understand 
just one paragraph of it.. Then, when you get up in the morning, 
when you take setting-up exercises for your body, take them for 
your brain as well. 

The best book with which to give yourself a mental and spirit- 
ual setting-up exercise is the Bible. Sharpen your brain on it. 
You may not find this easy, but nothing worth. while ever is. 
Approach this great book spiritually and put everything you have 
into trying to understand it. The book of Proverbs tells us why 
this is important: “Understanding is a welispring of life unto him 
that hath it.” ~ 

Those words from the Proverbs are a great text. If you don't 
have understanding, you have no wellspring. If you have under- 
standing, it is a wellspring. Think for a moment about that one

The law, which runs until July 
9, 1951, also empowers him to 
put the National Guard and the 
Reserves on active duty any time 
he sees fit to do so. 

Males from 19 to 26 are sub- 
jected to induction. 


No men have been inducted 

since January, 1949, voluntary en- 
listments having kept the mili- 
tary ranks filled. 
The new law, as did the old 
one, requires every male to reg- 
ister with his local draft board 
within five days after he becomes 
18. But no one can be inducted 
until he becomes 19 or after he 
reaches 26..Anyone between those 
ages can be forced. to serve for 
not more than 21 months unless 
exempted.

Ground Troops for South Korea 


President Truman’s authorization of 
the use of “certain United States ground 
units” to aid the hard-pressed South Ko- 
rean Republic faces up to the realities of 
the situation which finds native troops 
unable to repel the Communist invaders 
with the limited air and naval support 
we have been giving. 

American troops may not be the only 
ones ultimately involved. There have 
been other offers of troops to carry out 
the United Nations request for help. The 
military action being taken is not this 
country’s sole responsibility, but is the 
result of an international obligation. Our 
planes, naval units—and now our troops— 
are in the service of a world organization 
which is seeking to preserve the peace. 
Russia herself has been invited to par- 
ticipate. She has, of course, given no 
reply. 

Four nations—Britain, The Nether- 
Jjands, Australia and New Zealand—have 
informed the UN they plan to dispatch 
naval vessels to assist in putting down 
the invasion. Belgium and Brazil have 
sent word they were considering ways 
and means of lending assistance. Nation- 
alist’ China has offered 30,000 ground

Violations 


Of tang. Laws . 


There were r@atively few complaints 
of irregularities in last Wednesday’s elec- 
tions. * ZH : 

That is gratifying. It was the first 
election in Georgia’s history in which the 
secret ballot was used in every county. It 
is important that state-wide use of the se- 
cret ballot get off on the right foot. Every 
winked-at violation will fester and pro- 
duce sores at future elections. 

Urban DeKalb County, which ought -to 
be high among those setting an example 
for the rest of the State, was guilty of the 
most gross disregard both of the law and 
of Democratic Party regulations. Votes in 
DeKalb openly were counted long before 
the polls closed. There were reports that 
counting began as early as 8 o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning. : 

We are sure no fraud was intended, but 
this crass disregard of the law left DeKalb 
votes open to theft or miscount, and it pro- 
vides precedent for those. who do plan 
trickery. | 

A second violation of this sort occurred 
in Washington County where votes from 
two precincts were counted and the re- 
.sults in Atlanta before the polls closed. 

In the case of DeKalb, Wednesday’s 
irregularities were not the first. There 
were complaints in the 1948 election. 

If the secret ballot is to be secret, and 
if the laws‘of Georgia and the rules of the - 
Democratic Party are to be observed it is 
the duty of the Solicitors General of De- 
Kalb and Washington counties, and the 
Attorney General of the State, to take ap- 
propriate action against those who may be 
guilty. A plucky housewife already has 
sworn out warrants in DeKalb. Law- 
abiding citizens will watch the outcome 
with interest. 

It also is the duty of the State Demo- 
cratic Committee to take Party discipli- 
nary action against the county committees 
which deliberately have defied strict par- 
ty rules and regulations. — 

The fact that the election is over and 
the incumbent state officers assured of 
four years more tenure does not diminish 


the seriousness of the offenses. _ 
There is another field in which the 


wil! be sent to Korea, but antitank crews 
plainly are needed. The Koreans are said 
to be deathly afraid of tanks. Most of the 
Communist gains and break-throughs 
have been made with tanks spearheading 
the way. , 

Our Air Force has not been normally 
effective against tank warfare because of 
poor visibility accompanying the rainy 
season in Korea. Grour’ troops are the 
only answer. 

The fact is the United States, in sup- 
port of a United Nations deécision, has 
committed its armed forces. Having done 
so, we must now use whatever strength 
is necessary to accomplish the objective. 
But it is not the United States alone 
which is involved. Every nation which is 
a member of the United Nations, includ- 
ing Soviet Russia, is under obligation to 
assist in repelling the invasion. 7 

It is doubtful that use of ground troops 
will increase the tension surrounding the 
situation. Russia’s rejection of our re- 
quest for its good offices to end the 
Korean war was moderately worded. Re- 
sponse of other UN member nations to 
the call will lessen the danger of a blow- 
up. The crisis remains grave, but there 
is growing hope it may be confined to the 
immediate issue—at least for the time 
being.

In themselves, these irregularities do 
not constitute an alarming condition. It 
will be alarming only if nothing is done 
about them. The Solicitors General of De- 
Kalb and Washington, the State Attorney 
General and the State Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee ought to take appropriate 
action without delay.

Estimates are that between 6 o’clock 
last night and midnight Tuesday 385 
Americans will be killed in automobile 
accidents alone. Others will die of drown- 
ings, fireworks accidents and from innu- 
merable other causes. 

In an attempt to reduce the horrible 
death toll, the Greater Atlanta Safety 
Council urges just a little bit of feag upon 
everybody. Fear of excessive speeds on 
the highways, fear of taking unnecessary 
chances in passing and rounding curves 
can be a healthy thing, both literally and 
figuratively. So can fear of fireworks, of 
swimming alone, of taking unnecessary 
chances anywhere. It’s better to be a lit- 
tle scared and stay alive.

Russell Praises 
Truman Stand 


WASHINGTON—As the ranking majority 

member of the highly-important Senate Armed 

Services Committee’Sen. Richard B. Russell was one of the first key 

Congressional figures to give unstinted praise to the President's 
historic stand on the Communist ‘invasion of South Korea. 


The Georgia Senator, next in line for the chairmanship of the 
committee, wasted no time in placing the stamp of approval on 
everything the President did. 


Time for Action “The time has come,” he said, “to do 
more than talk. That precisely is what 


Mr. Truman has done: We could not have retreated again in the 
face of Communist aggression and retain the confidence of the 
other nations of the world. It is my hope that other members 
of the United Nations will go along with the program we have 
adopted and that the American people will wholeheartedly support 
the President.” 


Senator Russell, who by virtue of his high-ranking position 
on the armed services group, is one of the best informed members 
of Congress on military affairs, was not sure whether the aid of 
our air support alone will be enough to drive the Communists out 
of South Korea. Because of the mountainous terrain of the coun- 
try and weather conditions, he thought it might be necessary to 
employ ground troops as well. In that case he thought it would be 
well for us to call on other members of the United Nations, under 
ep authority the President acted, to send troops to the scene 
o help. 


While admitting that we are taking a certain calculated risk 
in coming to the aid of South Korea against the Communist inva- 
sion, Senator Russell does not believe the dramatic move will lead 
to war with Soviet Russia. His estimate of the situation is that 
the Communist aggressors will clear out or be driven out in time 
and that an important contribution to permanent world peace will 
thereby be made. It is his contention that the sooner aggressor 
elements learn that the United Nations is to be backed up by strong 
military force the nearer the world will be to a stable peace pro- 
gram. 


Good Sign One of the encouraging signs in the situation, 

as the Georgia Senator sees it, is the lack of any 
evidence thus far that Russian officers or soldiers are taking part 
in the invasion by North Korea Communist forces. That. will make 
it easier for Russia to avoid further involvement, he believes. 


Senator Russell was one of the few Georgia delegation mem- 
bers remaining on hand in ‘Washington at the time the Korean 
crisis broke. Most of the others, including Sen. Walter F. George, 
had returned over the previous week end to vot#in the State pri- 
mary of Wednesday. It had been the junior Senator’s intention to 
fly down Wednesday for the purpose of voting himself, but the 
sudden crisis forced him to remain on the job in Washington. He 
sent in his ballot by mail instead. 


North Carolina The Russell analysis of the upset victory 

won in the North Carolina runover primary 
by Willis Smith, Raleigh attorney, over Sen. Frank P, Graham, a 
strong administration supporter who had led in the first primary, 
is that the contest turned on the segregation issue. He pointed out 
that the Supreme Court decision in the Texas and Qklahoma segre- 
gation cases, involving the right of Negroes to be admitted to state 


' universities, had come after the first primary. Also the Senate 


during the interim had voted down the Russell amendment to the 
draft extension act which would have permitted tadleaees into the 
service to demand the right to serve in units made up of members 
of theif? own race—white or colored. — 

The Georgia Senator believes that it was the force of these 
decisions, bringing the segregation issue to a head, that brought 
about the downfall of Senator Graham, who was accused of taking 
too liberal an attitude on such matters. Russell sees in the North 
Carolina election, coming on the heels of the earlier Florida pri- 
mary where similar issues were brought to the fore, evidence that 
the South is solid in its opposition to social reform through po- 


litical power. 

Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, a leading mem- 
Camp Role ber of the House Ways and Means Committee 
which drafted the new tax revision bill acted on this week, was 
given the role of explaining the revised corporation tax when the 
measure was brought to the floor. " 

Defending the corporation levies as equitable and fair, he ex- 
plained that, contrary to reports, the new bill actually reduced the 
taxes on net profits of corporations up to a certain point. For 
example, Mr. Camp pointed out that corporations with a net profit 
of $10,000 a year pay $2,200 under the present law, but will be 
required to pay only $2,100 under the proposed new law. In the 
same way a corporation with $50,000 net earnings now pays $19,000, 
whereas it would pay only $15,500 under the new bill. Similar 
reductions are made all along the line until a corporation reaches 
a level of $166,667 net profits.

Editor Constitution: There was a recent edi- 
torial in The Constitution entitled “Georgia’s 
Dry Counties Take Note.” The editorial noted 
that: (1) Prohibition laws don’t prohibit. (2) 
That national prohibition ended in miserable 
failure. (3) That dry counties are being cheated 
out of some tax money by bootleggers. 

1. Was Moses wrong when he wrote the Ten 
Commandments, “Thou shalt not kill; thou shalt 
not commit adultery; thou shalt not steal?” All 
down the centuries people in every generation 
have killed, committed adultery, and have stolen; 
yet there is still the “Thou shalt nots” in the 
Bible. Of course, prohibition prohibits—not 100 
percent, but it prohibits. 

In 1934, the first full year of repeal, the peo- 
ple of the United States averaged drinking a 
half-gallon of absolute alcohol. In 1949 the aver- 
age was one and one-half gallons of absolute 
alcohol. These facts were taken from the VU, 5S. 
Department of Commerce. We are drinking three 
times as much under repeal as we did under pro- 
hibition. 

2. The Eighteenth Amendment closed every 
brewery, distillery and winery in the nation. It 
closed the doors of 177,790 saloons; stopped the

.shipment of booze; stopped all liquor advertise- 
ments through all avenues. That does not sound 
like failure to me. It did not stop all bootlegging 
and neither has repeal.

The city in the State gets just a small amount 
of the 23 percent. 

In Denver, Colo., according to their official 
record, 75 percent of the policemen’s time is 
taken up with arresting and hauling the drunks 
to jail. That takes money out of the taxpayer’s 
pocket. Massachusetts found that liquor cost 
the taxpayers five times as much as they were 
getting in revenue. Liquor revenue is a myth.

Backing the UN 


Editor Constitution: It seems to me that this 
morning’s editorial and your column on Prési- - 
dent Truman’s action both miss the most im- 
portant meaning, the even “revolutionary” sig- 
nificance of action to support a decision of the 
United Nations and to respond to the request of 
the United Nations that its member nations back 
up that decision. 

For the first time in either the history of the 
old League of Nations or of the new United Na- 
tions, a major member at the immediate moment 
of crisis, without hemming or hawing or hedging 
on the consequences, has deputized itself on re- 
quest to enforce a governmental decision of a 
world federation. What Truman has done is to 
throw in our armed power as a police force to 
enforce a judgment of United Nations law.’ Law 
in the making, of course. 

And, of course, it is to our self-interest to do 
so. We have a much-desired chance fo fight 
Communism, to contain at another polrit the 
Soviet Union, to further our own conceptions 
and beliefs, to defend what we conceive to be 
our frontier and our most important interests. 
All this the editorial and the column emphasize, 
and rightly so. 

But it is our “excuse” for doing so (if you 
please) that makes the action historic. Luckily 
for us and for a possible future for civilization, 
the Soviet Union presented us on a platter (an- 
other one of their typical blunders) an opportu- 
nity where our self-interest could be identified 
with the interest of world government. I hand 
it to Truman and his advisers (State end mili- 
tary) that they have recognized and seized the 
opportunity vigorously. As a realist you, of 
course, know that no doctrinaire plan for world 
government is practicable. If it comes, it has 
got to come in just such a way as the an 
decision points out, where self-interest cides 
with the need for United Nations government 
and where men have the sense to appreciate and 
take advantage of it. 3 

In this connection, my guess is that the Tru- 
man decision will put the isolationists. and the 
American imperialists right on the spot. They 
have been calling for independent action in the 
Far East.

20 Pounds 


When a man reduces it has to 


be for a mighty good reason. 
Having to lug 20 excess pounds 
five long miles every day would 
seem reason enough for 


. dropping the load .. . but the 


real incentive that prompted a 
New Hampshire postman to 
buckle down and take off 20 
pounds is the most novel this 
department has heard yet. 


The postman keeps a flock of 
hens. He also has bees and a 
flower garden and a vegetable 
garden—sounds like a good life.

A Georgia farmer is likely eating margarine for which he 
furnished the main ingredients—cottonseed and soybeans. 

Oleomargarine was first developed in the 1860’s by M. Mege- 
Mouries, a renowned French scientist, who had been commissioned 
by the French Government to develop foods to relieve shortages 
among the poor. The product was patented in England in 1869, 
and the next year it won for Mouries the Grand Prix, a large 
cash award, and the special commendation of Napoleon III, In 
1873, the Paris Council of Hygiene approved the sale of margarine. 

This product has been handicapped over the years because of 
its name. “Oleomargarine” was unwieldly, then it was cut to “oleo”, 
and now it is generally referred to as “margarine’’, which still 
does not sound too well. We assume from now on it will be 
“margarine”. 

Heretofore, most of the margarine was sold “white”, and the 
housewife also bought coloring which required mixing. Now, that 
process is at an end as it is predicted that it will all be colored 
—— placed on sale henceforth, and without extra cost, as here- 
ofore. 

The National Association of Margarine Manufacturers, Wash- 
ington, D. C., lists these results of the new law: 

(1) Repeals the one-fourth-cent-per-pound tax on uncolored 

margarine, 

(2) Repeals the 10-cent-per-pound on colored margarine. 

(3) Repeals federal licensing provisions as follows: retailers, 
$6 yearly to handle white and $48 yearly te stock yellow; 
wholesalers, $200 and $400 for white and yellow, respec- 
tively, and manufacturers, $600. 

(4) Restaurants are required to post a “conspicuous” notice that 
margarine is being served, with each separate serving being 
thus identified. 

(5) Retains margarine under the drastic labeling, packaging 
and other provisions of the Federal Food, Drug.and Cos- 
metic Act. 

The ‘33 states that are affected by the new law are Alabama, 

Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, District of Columbia, Flor-

Margarine is now expected to have much wider sale than here- 
tofore. Of the 500,000 retail food outlets in the United States, 
about 365,000 have been selling: margarine, and it is expected that 
the product will now appear in practically all of the other 135,000 
stores. 

_ Federal discriminatory laws aimed at margarine were first 
passed in 1886, with amendments since. Leaders among the. or- 
ganizations that have long sought repeal of the restrictive laws 
were the National Cotton’ Council and the American Soybean 
Association. 

Sale of margarine greatly increased during the last 10 years, 
beginning with food rationing dur.ng the war years, no “red points” 
being required for its purchase. Expansion of its manufacture was, 
also an important factor in the increased distribution and also in 
the fight for the law’s repeal. 

With 98 percent of margarine being composed of cotton and 
soybean oils it readily. is seen what the increased production and 
consumption will mean to these two crops, especially cotton— 
an all-southern crop. ha

garine, as housewives already know its many uses, so we do 
not dwell on that factor at al? :

WASHINGTON, June 30—(?)— 
Rep. Mack (Rep., Wash.) intro- 
duced a bill designed to require 
payment of at least 75 cents an 
hour to Southern pine workers. 

He proposed repeal of a wage- 
hour law exemption now extended 
logging camp and lumber mill op- 
erators employing 12 or less 
people. 

Mack said the purpose of his bill 
“is to assure Southern’ pine wood- 
workers a minimum wage of at 
least 75 cents an hour and over- 
time pay for overtime work.” 

He said more than 50 per cent 
of all lumber industry workers in 
Southern States now receive 60 
cents or less an hour compared 
with an average wage of about 
$1.20 an hour in other lumbering 
regions of the country. 

His bill, he said, would affect 
the South chiefly because most 
operations there employ 12 or 
fewer persons.
